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Gives Education Talk 
at Meeting of League 


Jerome Burtt, State Supervisor of Secondary 
tion, Tells of Growth of High Schools—School 


of Politics 

jerome Burtt, the State Supervisor cf 
Secondary Education in Massachusetts, 
poke at the January meeting of the Andover 
League of Women Voters, held Tuesday 
evening, January 15, in Abbot hall, opened 
through the ceurtesy of Abbet Academy. He 
began by giving a brief history of Secondary 
Education in the United States, which was | 
very interesting. The 300th anniversary of 
the Boston Latin school will be celebrated | 
this spring as it was founded in 1635, but the | 
first public high school, the English Classical | 
school was started in 1821. A very surprising | 
statement he made, was that there were only 
200,000 young people in public high schools 
in the United States in 1890, whereas today | 
there are seven million! No wonder there are 
housing difficulties! | 

On 1890 there was a narrow academic | 
course, today 85 per cent of that seven million | 
students are not going to college and must be 
planned for, causing a great change in cur 
riculum to meet the needs of the tremendous | 
increase in the number cf those students 
intellectually less competent. In 1915 the 
Natignal Education association formed a 
committee to look into the needs of the situa 
tion! “If you can’t choose your pupils, you 
must Gt your school to them.” In 191% this 
committee reported on the “Cardinal Ob- 
jectives for Secondary Schools,” and Mr. 
Burtt’s talk was based mainly upon these | 
objéetives, of which there were seven in the | 
report, and Mr. Burtt added an eighth. | 
These were elaborated and explained clearly 
and interestingly. Without going into details 
the list was (1) Training in Health, (2) Mas- | 
tery of Fundamental Processes, (3) Worthy 
Home Membership, (4) Vocational Training, 
(5) Civie Training, he emphasized the fact 
that in the last presidential election there 
were only 58-60 per cent of eligible citizens 
who voted, (6) Worthy use of leisure, and (7) 
Ethical Training. Mr. Burtt’s addition eighth 
point was World Mindedness. At the con 
clusion of his talk, the audience kept him 
busy answering questions.

Start Thinking Now 


The annual town meeting is not too 
far off for every single voter in Andover 
to make up his mind to act sensibly this 
time. For the past few years our town 
meetings have been more or less running 
wild, and there is really only one basic 
reason for this situation 

Offhand, if a person were to try lo 
answer the question: “Why have our 
town meetings done so many crazy 
things lately?” he would answer: “ Be- 
cause there are a few irresponsible men 
who do a lot of equally irresponsible 
talking at the meetings.”’ That is a very 
natural answer, but when you really 
analyze a town meeting’s action, you 
will find that these men have but a! 
single vote themselves, and that the 
fault really lies with the persons who vote 
the way that these speakers suggest. 

As long as the present moderator con- 
tinues to allow the same latitude in Lown 
meeting speaking as he has allowed the 
last few vears, the voters of Andover will 
have to go on listening to these speakers. 
But listening does not mean agreeing 
Let them rant on, let them propose 
their crazy schemes and their ridiculous 
motions, and then vote directly opposite 
to the way that they suggest and you 
will find that every time you have done 
the best thing for the town. You can't 
stop their talking, and they certainly are 
not the type which knows enough to 
keep quiet; but you can stop letting 
their ludicrous verbosity run away with 
the meeting. 

Analyzing the situation further, you 
will begin to wonder where the sensible 
persons are; why don’t they talk?

Knew Their Winds 
The ancient Greek navigators knew 
enough about the seasons and direc 
tions of certain winds, such as the 
etesians and the Indian monsoons, to 
utilize them in making voyages that 
would have been difficult or tmpossible 
without such knowledge, states a writ 
ver in the New York Tribune. After 
the Fifteenth century the trade winds 
of the Atlantic and the Pacific were 
similarly turned to account. At the 
close of the Seventeenth century the 
earliest attempt to chart ocean winds 
was made by Halley, the Bnglish as 
fronomer, whose crude map of the 
trade winds and tonsoons implies that 
he had a certain amount of statistica 

information at his disposal. 


Water as Food 
Commonly speaking, foods are thos: 
substances eaten or drunk for the 
bullding up and maintenance of the 
human body and to supply energy for 
its activities. In the more exact scien 
tific sense, only those constituents of 
the foods consumed which are actually 
assimilated are considered foods, the 
remainder being waste.

Useful Orchids 

Orchids are not only beautiful but 
they are also nseful, Strand Magazine, 
London, says.

Magnetism 

Faraday demonstrated In 1845 that 
all substances, even the gasses, are 
either attracted or repelled by a suf- 
ficiently powerful magnetic pole, Prac 
tically, however, the metals responsive 
to magnetism are the three which, 
with thelr alloys, comprise the ferro 
magnetic group, These are tron, nickel 
and cobalt. Certain other combinations 
of metals will respond to the mag- 
net. Thus there was discovered tn 1908 
an alloy—Heusler’s alloyv—which 1s 
comprised of copper, aluminum and 
manganese, and which Is sald to be 
not greatly inferior to tron tn its ea- 
pacity for being magnetized.
